THAT CONTRACT SYSTEM.

raulroad companies. 


The recent pronunciamento of the 
Pacific railroad despotism making -an 
enormous advance in the regular rates 
of freight between the Pacitic coast 
and the East, with the destyn of driv- 
ing shippers into contracts at special 
rates, binding them to give their pat- 
ronage exclusively to the railroad com- 
panies, has created much. consterna- 
tion and tended to the serious derange- 
ment of business plans and prospects 
in this city. The range of _freights 
heretofore was in the following ratio: 
By railroad, $1 75 to $2; by the Isth- 
mus, $1 50; by sailing ships, 50 cents 
per hundred weight. To secure a 
reasonable tariff on goods that are 
necessarily shipped for speedy deliv- 
ery, to accommodate the requirements 
of trade and the conditions of. the 
markets, merchants are driven into 
contracts compelling them to ship by 
railroad classes of geods that have 
never been carried heretofore other- 
wise than in sailing ships, at low rates; 
and the railroad tariff on some of 
these goods would amount to a prohi- 
bition of importations. It is not sur- 
prising that Leland Stanford should 
hasten to relieve his company of the 
imputation of complicity in this out- 
rage by sending a dispatch to Sidney 
Dillon, President of the Union Pacific. 
There is a belief prevalent that when 
Mr. Stanford put his signature to such 
a dispatch he was ‘aware that it was a 
base mockery; that the Central Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific companies were 
in entire harmony in the conception 
and carrying out of the scheme, and 
that the villainous system of special 
contracts had already been imposed 
upon San Francisco merchants. This 
policy was inaugurated in May last, 
when the wool dealers were compelled 
to abandon all shipments by water, 
subjecting the trade to enormous mon- 
opoly in a corresponding measure. As 
soon as the new clip of wool com- 
menced arriving in May .last, letters 
were sent out from the freight depart- 
ment of the Central Pacific railroad 
company, notifying dealers that there- 
after the rate of freight on all wools 
would be $2 75 per hundred pounds— 
unless a contract was signed binding 
the dealers to give all their freight to 
the railroad company. when a reduc- 
tion would be made to $2 per hundred 
pounds. The buyers were caught and 
forced into entering into contract.

Murray in Douglass alley on Sunday 
last. Mr. Murray howled and grabbed 
the injured calf. Then he raised his 
voice loudly and irreligiously. Pres- 
ently reason seased to totter on her 
throne, and got down to business. 
She suggested swift and bloody ven- 


geance. The lady’s suggestion was 


adopted, and, jerking out his pistol, 


Mr. Murray shot the dog athwart the 
nose. Then the howling and blas- 
phemy was on the other leg, as it 
might be. The cur scuttled under a 
house, and Mr. Murray sat down on a 
rock with his fire-arm cocked and as- 
sassination in his eye. Citizens gath- 
ered and sat down on contiguous rocks 
and talked of dogs that they had mur- 
dered; and lo, it was found that every 
man had imblued his hands in canine 
gore. While the conversation was at 
its fiercest and bloodiest the wounded 
pup of the aboriginal sneaked from 
under the lfouse, and with his tail be- 
tween his legs, shot down the alley.

THE PAVILION. 


What the Building will Look Like— 
Rapid Work. 


Under the active superintendence 
of H. H. Beck, the pavilion is making 
rapid progress. To-day the carpen- 
ters were engaged in placing the tim- 
bers upou the foundation walls, which 
had been completed. A GazerreE re- 
porter to-day looked over the plans. 
The building, as has before been stat- 
ed, will be of two stories and 50 by 100 
feet. It will front on Center street. 
The style is rustic and when nicely 
painted the pavilion will have consid- 
erable style about it. The front ele- 
vation shows on theglower story two 
large windows on each side of the 
double{doors. There will also be four 
windows in the upper floor and double 
doors opening upon a balcony 12 feet 
square. Rising from the _ gable 
roof will be a 20 foot tower surmounted 
by a flagstaff. Upon the face of the 
building above the upper windows, 
will be an ornamental tablet contain 
ing the date of the erection of the 
building and the name of the society 
On the First street side there will be 
eight windows above and below, with 


double doors and balcony cor- 
responding with ‘the style of 
the front.- On the north side there 


will be three windows below and four 
above, but no balcony. The west end 
is to have two windows in each story 
and a single door below, opening into 
a yard 20 feet wide, extending from

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THE SACRAMENTO HORROR. 


Troy Dye, Public Administrator, Con- 
fesses the Murder of A. M. Tullis. 


SACRAMENTO, August 15.—The de- 
tails of the confession of Dye, the 
Public Administrator of Sacramento 
county, and Anderson, of the Tullis 
murder, are to the following effect: 
Dye had found the office of Public 
Administrator unprofitable, and had 
remarked occasionally in jest that he 
would have to kill some one to make 

it pay. The idea obtained a deep 
hold on his mind, and he took Ander- 
son, whom he had a long time em- 
ployed in his butcher shop, and an- 
other party yet unknown, into his 
counsels. Dye and Anderson charge 
each other with being the original 
tempter. They finally fixed on Tullis 
as the victim. Dye had been his 
friend and neighber for twelve years, 
and knew the value of his property, 
and as Tullis had never been commu- 
nicative concerning his family affairs, 


it was supposed that he had no rela- 


tives to claim his estute. Over two 


months ago Anderson and an un- 
knowa party went to Tullis’ place to 


: 


put the plan in execution, but their 
courage failed them. Dye urged the 
crime persistently, and Anderson con- 
ceived the idea of murder by poison. 


A BOTTLE OF POISONED COCKTAILS 


Was prepared in the saloon kept by 
Dye & Clarke, and Anderson went to 
Tullis’ ranch ostensibly in search of 
work, gave him the bottle, after a 
number of drinks together from a bot- 


tle of good liquor, and left. For 
some reason this plot miscarried. It 


was then decided that bold work was 
required. A boat was built at Dye’s 
house in Sacramento, and Anderson 
pulled it down the river, was joined 
by a confederate below the city, and 
they proceeded to Tullis’ ranch, found 
him in his orchard, knocked him down 
with a sand-bag, and 


SHOT HIM LN SEVERAL PLACES. 


This was in the evening of Thurs- 
day, the Ist inst., at 7 o'clock. That 
evening Dye stayed at his house enter- 
taining a visitor till 8o’clock. He ex- 
cused himself, took a buggy and drove 
down the river about sixteen miles, 
met the assassins at a place appointed, 
and drove them back to Sacramento. 
During the ride they related all 
the circumstances of the murder to 
Dye. The trio returned under the in 
fluence of liquor. Dye says Anderson 
had revealed to him the crimes of his 
past life, includidg the murder of two 
sheep herders in the vicinity of Sacra- 
mento. Dye’s plan for realizing on 
the estate of Tullis wss to compound 
with the creditors. 


MOTIVE FOR THE MURDER. 


His legitimate commissions would 
have been about $3,200. Dye has 
always borne a good reputation, but 
parties are now coming forward who 
affirm that he was a bushwhacker 
during the late war, and pillaged and 
murdéred indiscriminately. The con- 
fessions cover about eight closely 
printed columns, developing every 
stage of progress to the commission of 
the crime. Neither party will .be al- 
lowed to turn State's evidence, and 
the District Attorney is confident of 
convicting both.

BERLIN, Aug. 16.—Emil Hoedel, 
who attempted the assassination of the

THE TULLIS MURDERERS. 


Tom Lawtoa, the Chief Assassin, Still 


at Large. 

Sacramento, August 17.—There is 
nothing new in the Tullis murder case 
except the endeavor of District Attor- 
ney Blanchard to exculpate himself 
for having promised immunity to 
Troy Dye, the principal in the assas- 
sination plot, on condition of his mak- 
ing a confession that would secure the 
conviction of his confederates. Owing 
to the indignation manifested by all 
classes. of citizens, Blanchard now 
claims that he did not at first think 
that Dye was the chief criminal, 
though believing that he ‘‘had indis- 
creetly allowed himself to become 
possessed of knowledge of the affair, 
including the building of the-boat at 
his house, which if he would disclose, 
would lead to the detection of the 
chief murderers.” Blanchard says 
that he will not disregard the promise 
made and will not use the confession, 
but depend for Dye’s conviction upon 
the voluntary statements of Anderson 
and the corroborating circumstantial 
evidence. 

TOM LAWTON, 


who shot and killed Tullis, is still at 
large. Numerous parties have been 
arrested on suspicion of complicity in 
the crime, but all have been released. 


Among the number were Lawrence 
Miller, Dye’s nephew, and a candy 
manufacturer on J street. The latter 
on suspicion of having driven Lawton 
out of town in a wagon. Extra guards 
were placed in the court-house last 
night, as an attack was hourly antici- 
pated. So careful were the oflicials 
inside that th¢ jail doors were closed 
to all comers after dark. There is no 
further apprehension of mob violence 
and the law. will probably take its 
Many houses in which Tom 
Lawton was supposed to be hiding 
have been thoroughly searched, but 
thus far no trace of his whereabouts 
has been discovered. He was last 
seen here on Saturday night. 
had visited him several times previous 
to his arrest, and that is probably one 
reason why Lawton left the town, as 
he repeatedly told Dye to stay away 
and let him alone, ‘saying that ‘‘such 
foolishness will vive the whale busmess 
away.”

LOUDERDALE’S LEAP 


From a County Hospital Window.

He Dies in a Few Hours-But the Mat- 
ter Has Been Kept Quiet—A “Ga- 
zette” Reporter Works the Case Up. 

On the 2d of the present month a 
man named FE: A. Louderdale, a 
patient at the county hospital, died 
there. He had been admitted on July 
27th. The report got around town 
that the man on the night of his 
death, had leaped from a_second- 
story window and killed himself. As

Gold and Silver in France. 

We bo not know that there is stil] 
anyone who is expecting to realize the 
sad results which were so freely pre- 
dicted as certain to foilow the passage 
of the silver bill. Perhaps these de- 
lusions still linger; we know that 


| though you bury a fool in a mortar his 


folly will not depart from him. We 
all see what has happened here since 
the first of April. Gold has not di- 
mished but increased in supply, and 
the stock of both gold aud silver in 
the country steadily increases. So does 
itin France. For the five months 
ending with May 31, 1878, the imports 
of gold, coined and in bars, into France 
were $29,000,000; the exports were 
only $3,609,000; so there was an ex- 
cess of imports over exports of $25,- 
301,000. The imports of silver, coin- 
ed and in bars, were $15;886,000; the 
exports were $3,572,000, an excess of 
$12,314,000. 

It is remarkable how steadily this 
gain of both precious metals has gone 
on in France; the stocks of both gold 
and silver continue to augment, and 
the excess of gold continues to be 
greater than that of silver. France 
has about $120,000,000 of silver in the 
bank, and about $180,000,000 in circu- 
latien or hoarded by her people. Of 
this sum she had received $107 ,095,000 
from other countries within the three 
years ending with December last. Be- 
sides, she has coined during these, 
three years $133,317,000 in gold. - In 
a word, the supply of both metals has 
been mcst ample. And silver, as is 
notorious, has been cheaper than its 
legal standard. But the gold weuld 
not flee away from before the white 
face of its rtval. On the contrary, it 
insisted on staying and on augmenting 
itself to the tune of $117,000,000 an- 
nually. Dering the same period Eng- 
land has been coining only $10,113,- 
000 annually in gold, and exporting 
more gold thanshe imported. What 
has been the rule in France will be the 
rule here also—it is the rule now.— 
Bechange.

Important Gold Discovery. 
OMAHA, August 20.—Telegraphic 
information received here from Fort 
Custer, Montana, dated August 18th, 
brings news of an important gold dis- 
covery in the Snow Range or Shoshone 
mountains, the distance to the dis-.

Custer. Wm.G. Hollins, formerly of

It is known as the Whit- 
more Discovery. The best route is 
the Union Pacific, thence to Camp 
Stambaugh, or Brown. This news 
has been looked for for some time, as

The object aimed 
at should be the maintenance of silver 
as the companion of gold whenever 
possible, as the universal disuse of 
silver would provoke a terrible crisis.
